Leader of Group Arrested by | 


Upland Police Is Former 
Penitentiary Inmate 





In the wash south of the Santa 
Fe tracks between Seventh and 
Eighth streels, wo men extracted 
nitroglycerine from dynamite for 
use in safe cracking jobs, it was 
revealed to Upland police over 
the week-end as one of the men, 
Edward Tolbert, Jr., retraced his 
steps during recent weeks. 

Tolbert and Harry Thompson 
are today in the county jail await- 
ing arraignment on a charge of 
burglary and safe blowing. It is 
expected by local authorities that 
the case will get to court this 
week. In the meantime, an in- 
vestigation is continuing as to 
the extent of the “jobs” conducted 
by the two and as to their rec- 
ords. 

Tolbert, who confessed to auth- 
orities his part in a series of 
safe blowing jobs, led Chief of 
Police Ernest C. Mehl and other 
officers to a spot some distance 
east of Campus avenue between 
Seventh and Highth streets where 
they extracted the nitroglycerine 
from sticks of dynamite. Dena- 
tured acohol for use in the pro- 
cess had been purchased at the 
Manker & Benson store here. They 
had been in the district for some- 
time preparing to continue their 
safe blowing careers when Chief 
Mehl, Constable Cecil Myers, 
Deputy Sheriff Jack Brown and 
others arrested them. 

J. W. Murphy, arrested with 
Tolbert and Thompson, has been 
freed. He had no part in the al- 
leged crimes and was merely with 
the two men at the time of the 
arrest. 

Thompson is reported to have 
a crime record dating back to 
1914: He was ‘sentenced to a fed- 


eral prison at that time on a} 


charge of sending nitroglycerine 
through the mails. He has served 
three terms in penitentaries and 
he is wanted at present by Ari- 
gona authorities for blowing a 
safe in Phoenix in December. 
Early this year Thompson and 
Tolbert are reported to nave 
united in a series of burglaries. 
When arrested both men had 
very little money and one of the 
unanswered questions in the case 
is what became of the money 
they obtained. From the Etiwan- 
da Pacific EHlectric station they 
obtained approximately $75. 
Tolbert is 23 years of age while 
Thompson is many years older 
and is believed to be the leader 
of the two. Thompson refuses to 
talk to authorities about his past.
